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RISE TO TOP OF 
FUNDING POLLS

MILLWEY Rise Football Club and the Millwey 
Rise play area topped the overall Axminster Section 
106 money polls. 

As previously reported, the people of Axminster parish 
were invited to vote for a number of recreation and play 
area projects. 

Section 106 money is generated from developers of 
completed projects through the planning application 
process. 

East Devon District Council (EDDC) and Axminster 
Town Council joined forces to seek public opinion on how 
a total of £100,000 (£50,000 for recreation and £50,000 
for play areas) of Section 106 money should be spent in 
the town. 

Clubs and organisations with a shortlisted project gave a 
public presentation in July, and those on the elctoral rolls 
for Axminster and Raymonds Hill could vote. In addition, 
a separate poll was organised for anyone with an 
Axminster parish postcode. The votes from both polls 
have been counted and added together. 

Millwey Rise Football Club’s youth pitch project 
amassed a total of 192 votes to top the recreation poll. 

The upgrade and relocation of the Millwey Rise play 
area topped the play area poll on 179 votes. 

But the people involved with those projects cannot 
celebrate yet as the process is not complete. 

An EDDC spokesperson said: “We would like to say a 
big thank you to all the residents who took part in the 
voting. Using the results of this vote Axminster Town 
Council will now make its formal written 
recommendation to EDDC as to which projects should be 
funded. 

“As Trustholder of Section 106 monies, EDDC will 
await the town council’s formal recommendation. 

“We will then check that the projects to be funded have 
been fully costed and are deliverable before we make a 
final reco mm endation. Over the coming months the two 
councils will work closely with the local organisations to 
achieve the most popular schemes as quickly as possible.”

Double public rail 
meets announced

AXMINSTER Town Council 
has announced two public 
information meetings about 
the ongoing railway works in 
and around the town. 

Network Rail is in the process 
of doubling a stretch of the track 
so more services can leave and 
arrive at Axminster. 

The plan is to have the work 


completed no later than 
December this year, and work is 
about to intensify during the 
coming months. 

Letters have been sent to 
households within a certain 
distance from the track, but 
anyone is welcome to attend the 
information meetings on Friday, 
September 11th. 

A town council spokesperson 
said: “These works will be 
taking place more or less 


continuously, day and night, 
between the end of the month 
and the introduction of the 
hourly service between 
Axminster and London/Exeter in 
mid-December.” The two 
information meetings are from 
4.30pm-6pm and 7.30pm-9pm. 

The spokesperson added: 
“Each session will have an 
opportunity for your questions or 
concerns to be raised.” 

There is no need to register 


beforehand, but people with 
technical questions are asked to, 
if at all possible, write them 
down and send them to the town 
council in advance. 

The list of speakers was not 
confirmed at the time of writing, 
but it is hoped that 
representatives of South West 
Trains, Network Rail, East 
Devon District Council and 
contractor Balfour Beatty will be 
present.

Shortly after the bollard 
incident, a county council 
spokesperson said: “We are 
looking to commission a detailed 
survey of the junction to see how 
vehicle movements can be 
imroved through it.”

STORE PLANS 
IN JEOPARDY

THE Sainsbury’s development in 
Seaton has been put in doubt 
after planning officers from East 
Devon District Council 
recommended to refuse the plans. 

A final decision is due to be made at 
a meeting next Tuesday, September 
15th, in Seaton Town Hall. 

The Underfleet proposal was 


submitted in March this year and 
includes plans for a 28,000 sqft store, 
430 space car park, a new public 
square and a new Seaton and Jurassic 
Coast Visitor Centre. 

Jamie Baker, Sainsbury’s 
development executive, said: “We are 
very disappointed and surprised with 
the officer’s recommendation. We 
believe our proposal offers the best 
opportunity to attract more people to 
Seaton and support the town’s 
aspirations for wider regeneration. 


“Every element of our scheme — 
not just the supermarket — is well 
developed and can be delivered in one 
phase, with no need for landfill and 
limited construction traffic. The 
combination of the only Sainsbury’s 
for 21 miles, enhanced pedestrian 
links, signage and information boards 
will also encourage more people to 
visit town centre shops — boosting 
local trade.” 

Mr Baker added: “There are strong 
planning reasons to grant permission 


for the application such as kick- 
starting the development of the 
overall Seaton Regeneration Area, 
creating more than 200 new jobs and 
— importantly — delivering a 
foodstore that will complement town 
centre trade, not threaten it. 

“In addition to these individual 
merits, I hope the clearly expressed 
comments of the people of Seaton are 
taken into consideration when the 
committee meets on September 15th.” 


Police warning to drivers of 
‘noisy’ exhaust clampdown 


POLICE in Honiton are warning 
young motorists that they will 
clamp down on illegal exhausts. 

According to the police several 
reports have been received from 
members of the public complaining 
about late night noise caused by the 
exhausts. 

PC Ian Atyeo, neighbourhood beat 
manager for the Honiton town area, 
said: “A concern to the public in 


Honiton and the police are exhausts 
systems fitted to cars. 

“There appears to be more and 
more drivers who have altered their 
vehicle exhaust system with the view 
to enabling it to make a greater noise. 

“I want to give drivers who have 
altered their exhausts to anything 
other than what was fitted by the car 
manufacturer, the chance to retrun it 
to the original condition before we 


take action.” 

Regulation 54 of the Road Vehicles 
(construction and use) Regulations 
1986 says that every exhaust system 
and silencer shall be maintained in 
good and efficient working order and 
shall not, after the date of 
manufacture, be altered to increase 
the noise made by the escape of 
exhaust gases. 

PC Atyeo added: “This offence 


carries a fixed fine and can also be 
dealth with by way of the Vehicle 
Defect Rectification Scheme. 

“This gives the driver 14 days in 
which to rectify the defect and then 
present it to an MOT reigstered 
garage to ensure it has been done 
correctly. 

“This could easily cost a 
considerable amount to sort the 
exhaust out.”

Farmer vows 
to challenge 
EDDC order

AN east Devon farmer says he 
will challenge a decision by 
the district council not to 
allow him retrospective 
planning permission to restore 
a dilapidated cottage in 
Chardstock. 

As reported in this newspaper 
last week Robert Burrough, of 
Membury, acquired the 200-year- 
old Bewley Cottage when he 
bought the farmland in 1992. 

Mr Burrough said he wanted to 
carry out the repairs because he 
was concerned that parts of the 
building could crumble and injure 
somebody on the nearby public 
bridleway and footpath. He was 
under the impression that planning 
permission was not required. 

However, East Devon District 
Council (EDDC) then told Mr 
Burrough that he would have to 
apply for retrospective planning 
permission which was 
subsequently refused. An appeal 
was lodged and dismissed and for 
the last two years an enforcement 


notice has been ongoing at the 
site. 

Mr Burrough added that he does 
not intend to use the building at 
all. 

Brian Friend, of Furlery, near 
Membury, says he regularly uses 
the public footpath next to the 
cottage and has called the district 
council’s decision “madness”. He 
claims that the cottage would pose 
a danger if it was reverted back to 
its former state and is prepared to 
take the case to European Court of 
Appeal to try and get the mling 
overturned. 

Mr Friend has already argued his 
case at the Court of Appeal but the 
judge ruled against him. 

David Cloud, the builder in 
charge of restoring the cottage, 
has also stated that if left in its 
ruined condition the building 
would have posed a serious danger 
to members of the public. 

Mr Cloud said: “Bewley Cottage 
was a limed-based stone structure 
common to the region which had 
been left open to the elements 
leaving all joints washed out and 
weakening the structure. 

“The roof had fallen in 


contributing to more instability 
and it and the weakend joints 
caused stress in the walls, 
particularly the eastern gable end 
with the unstable chimney breast 
with both wall and chimney liable 
to fall onto the public bridleway 
and footpath. 

“The whole structure, 
particularly the gable ends, was 
very unstable and required repairs 
and restoration to make safe. This 
was done by reinforcing the inner 
wall surfaces with cement blocks 
and tying the original wall to them 
and reinstating the roof and floor 
joists to stabilise the structure 
further. 

“No other works were carried 
out apart from replacement 
windows and doors thus making 
the structure watertight and safe 
from unauthorised entry. In the 
state it was in before repairs and 
restoration, Bewley Cottage was a 
serious and obvious danger to 
anyone passing by on the 
bridleway and footpath, both 
being public highways.” 

A spokesman for EDDC was 
unavailable for comment as this 
newspaper went to press.

A MAN has spoken about his 
visit to a place that is off- 
limits to the vast majority of 
people. 

Most visitors to Washington DC 
will have to settle for having their 
photo taken outside the White 
House fencing, but knowing 
people in high places opened the 
doors for Axminster Catenians 
member Tony Norman and his 
wife Vicky.

They first met in the 1970s when

University.

Tony said: “We had a lot to talk 
about. We had a long natter with 
him [Greg] and he also gave us 
ideas of what president Obama 
thinks of British politicians.” 

Tony would not elaborate on 
that particular issue but recalled a 
moment when one member of the 
visiting group pointed to a door.

If only public 
was involved 


A different view 
of public meeting 


EDITOR — My recollection of the 
public meeting at Seaton Town Hall 
on 25th August is very different from 
that of Sandra Semple. 

Interviewed by Pulman’s View for 
the September 1st issue, she claims 
that “hurtful comments made by 
some people”, about the purchase of 
Willoughby House, has led to a 
decision by the vendor not to sell the 
house to the council. 

A very strange decision in these 
hard economic times, for a vendor to 
let ‘hurtful comments’ stop a sale! 

Family members of the vendor must 
have been very disappointed to see 
the house (one of the ten most 
dilapidated in East Devon we were 
given to understand,) coming so close 
to being sold and I can understand 
that. 

Just how ‘hurt’ does one have to be, 
to give up on what the council had 
seen as not only important, but a 
‘necessary’ move for them to make. 
Mind you, Sandra Semple was not at 
the meeting on the 25th, so I am 
puzzled as to how she was able to 
make that claim. 

Using hearsay evidence to support 
a critical public comment is surely 
not very wise. 

Aside from that, allowing ‘hurtful’ 
public comments to influence a 
political or financial decision seems 
to me to indicate a personal and 
political weakness. 

Thank goodness our national 
political leaders don’t suffer from 
hurtful comments! However, I think 
we all know that it was not the hurtful 
comments that forced hands, but the 
democratic expression of anger 
against a foolish decision by the 
council. 

A straw poll taken at that meeting, 
which was conducted firmly, 
democratically and in a calm way, 
revealed that the number against the 
council’s hasty decision to purchase 
Willoughby House was very far in 
excess of the number supporting it. 

The 880 signatures, the near 400 
letters of protest, along with names 
collected by the Seaton Chamber of 
Commerce, cannot be brushed aside 
as a ‘small, but very vocal opposition 
group’ and it is an insult to 
Councillor Burrows to suggest that he

Seaton with its nihilistic reputation 
will never climb up from the swamp 
of its problems, when there are people 
killing every single initiative, mixing 
their insulted political ambitions with 
the town’s benefit.

Ugly buildings all over the place, 
piles of rubble by the river, shop 
windows nailed with plywood, nasty 
sea wall on the Esplanade, derelict 
holiday camp, Tesco’s threat with 
endless traffic of lorries and a petrol 
station 100 meters from the beach?

EDITOR — So the sale of 
Willoughby House to the town 
council has been halted and now a 
disgruntled council will no doubt be 
looking for someone to blame for it’s 
loss. 

Could it be the town residents who, 
quite rightly, asked for information 
and clarification on the details of the 
sale and the implications to the 
ratepayers of the town? Could it be 
Councillor Burrows who listened to, 
and agreed with, the views held by 
some town residents and gave us his 
support? Could it be a back lash 
resulting from the views expressed at 
our last public meeting? 

I don’t think any of that is to blame 
for the loss of Willoughby House. 
The residents, and ratepayers are all 
stakeholders in the future of Seaton 
whether our town council agrees with 
that or not.

From the first council meeting it was 
discussed, the dismissive comments 
to the press, the badly chaired 
planning meeting where rudeness 
was the order of the day, right 
through to the non-attendance of the 
public meeting. If the council had 
involved the public from the start and 
encouraged healthy debate on this 
matter they would probably now have 
the result they were all hoping for.

Walking on air with 
the rich and famous 


THEY are our neighbours — we 
meet them in the street and at the 
supermarket; yet we do not know 
them or the interesting lives they 
have led. 

That was emphasised when 
Axminster Probus Club member 
David Smith stood up to talk about his 
time as a cabin attendant at British 
Airways. 

He had started his working life in 
the hotel business in Cheshire and 
Vienna and was able to enjoy his 
boyhood dream of flying during his 
tour abroad.

from Harold Wilson to Margaret 
Thatcher. Although an oath of secrecy 


barred him from quoting from 
conversations he was able to give 
some anecdotes. 

For instance, Princess Margaret was 
the only person allowed to smoke 
during take-off. 

George Brown started his day with a 
large brandy and never looked back. 
While legless, he kissed Kosygin on 
both cheeks before falling over. 
President George Bush Sr talked 
freely with him but Edward Heath 
stared through him while Jill Dando 
sent him a letter of thanks after he had 
held up her flight to return a forgotten 
item.

AXMINSTER Heritage hopes 
the proven hard work and 
commitment of local people will 
aid plans to create a visitor 
centre in the town. 

As previously reported, fundraising 
efforts are in full swing and were 
boosted in March this year when a 
conditional £200,000 grant was given 
by Devon County Council. 

Dr John Church, of Axminster 
Heritage, said in March a further 
£150,000 or more would have to be 
raised within the next 12 months to 
utilise the award and make the 
development a viable proposition. 

The amount required to fully 
develop the centre is estimated at 
£1.5million. 

Dr Church wouldn’t say exactly 
how much has been raised so far, but 
a final push is underway to raise the 
money required to accomplish the 
first phase of the project. 

An Axminster Heritage 
spokesperson explained: “It was 
through the hard work and 
commitment of local people that we 
have Cloakham Lawn Sports Centre, 
the Flamingo Pool and the annual 
Axe Vale Festival. 

“The Axminster Heritage Project 


has already secured £200,000 
funding from Devon County Council 
towards the visitor centre. 

“If you can help the fundraising or 
volunteer your time towards this 
fantastic project for Axminster, 
please contact us.” 

The next step would be to purchase 
Thomas Whitty House and convert 
the ground floor, something 
Axminster Heritage hopes to be able 
to do next year. 

Dr Church added: “We are very 
grateful to Axminster Carpets for 
allowing us an option to purchase the 


building.” 

The long-term plan is to provide a 
permanent display of carpet-making 
in Axminster, to relocate the tourist 
information centre and museum as 
well as providing space for a gift 
shop, a teaching area and other 
exhibitions.

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Tbe secret of 
bow to make 
great sloe gin 


WHAT a contrast in the hedgerows this year to 
last summer and early autumn! Then, 
blackberries were few, small and red and sloes, 
those luscious blue fruits of the blackthorn were, 
in my neck of the woods, entirely absent. 

This year, the intermittent rains and sunshine seem to 
have worked their magic for here the hedges are laden 
with ripening blackberries while sloes are hanging in 
great clusters, already sufficiently soft and swollen to 
be picked. Elderberries, too, are ripening in great deep 
red sprays and will soon be ready for harvesting. 

For the wise countryman or woman, the fruits of the 
hedgerow, in their season, offer several outstanding 
liqueurs and wines, notably sloe gin and elderberry 
wine. In fact, I recently opened a bottle of elderberry, 
made five years ago, and which, in my opinion, was a 
darn sight more drinkable than some of the bland, 
almost sour red wines to be found on supermarket 
shelves today. Sweet, rich and with a distinctive flavour, 
it was really a liqueur and not a wine at all. 

However, if you have any sloes near you, mark them 
down and then acquire a bottle or two of the cheapest 
gin or vodka and some granulated sugar. That’s all you 
need, plus the sloes, of course, to produce a superb and 
truly delicious drink for the winter months a year ahead. 

You can also, if you want to, add some blanched 
almonds to the mixture but they are not essential. Now, 
to every 12-14oz of sloes add one pint of gin or vodka 
and 6oz of sugar. To release the flavour, the traditional 
method is to prick four holes into each sloe with a fork 
or needle and this is indeed a labour of love. 

A far swifter and just as effective practice is simply to 
pop the sloes in the freezer until you are ready to deal 
with them. When taken out you will discover that they 
have all split and can now be packed into a kilner 
preserving jar with a rubber seal. 

Simply put in alternate layers of sugar and sloes, 
ending up with a layer of sugar and then add the 
almonds if you want to use them. Now pour in the gin 
or vodka and seal the jar tight. 

Hide the jar away in a dark, cool cupboard but for the 
next three months give it a shake two or three times a 
week and then leave it alone for six months. At the end 
of six months strain the liquid several times until it is 
running clear, bottle it, cork securely and label. Now 
leave it for a further few months before sampling. A sloe 
liqueur made thus will last for at least three years, but is 
unlikely to get that far! 

I have, I confess, never tried it, but I have been told 
that rather than discard the sloes when they have 
accomplished their task, they can be recycled in a light 
sherry, once again using a kilner jar. I doubt if sugar is 
required as the sherry will already be sweet. 

Will this, I wonder, be a mushroom autumn? Already 
I have come across a handful of field mushrooms in a 
field where last year not a single one was to be seen. 
There are few wild foods more delicious and tasty than 
wild mushrooms and I can recall past days when one 
was able to gather a huge bagful of the dew-fresh fungi, 
each creamy white round head a tempting morsel as it 
nestled in the grass. Such a difference to cultivated 
mushrooms which have no flavour. Hopefully, too, I 
will find a fresh puffball or two, for these, when sliced 
and fried with bacon, are truly delicious. 

This week’s Handy Home Hint: To peel tomatoes, 
pears and peaches, put the fruit in a bowl, pour boiling 
water over them. Leave for a few minutes, drain and 
then cover with cold water.

MANY people think that 
harvest festivals are an ancient 
tradition, and it is true that the 
bible encourages thanks for fine 
weather and good crops. 

The truth is that harvest festivals 
had their origins in the Westcountry, 
through the invention by an 
eccentric Cornish priest living just 
across our northern border in the 
next county of Cornwall where the 
coast and land are rugged and not 
good farming land. 

Nevertheless in the 19th Century, 
the Rector of Morwenstow, Stephen 
Hawker, was appointed in 1834 as 
the first incumbent for at least a 
century. He is kindly described as a 
little eccentric and tried to convert 
local smugglers and wreckers into 
his congregation, and he is credited 
with the composition of the first 
Harvest Thanksgiving Services. He 
also wrote the ballad And Shall 
Trelawny Die? Hawker had included 
in his rectory curious chimneys 
designed to represent his favourite 
church towers. 

There will be many harvest 
services throughout the area.. In the 
Colyton Benefice, Branscombe and 
Colyford celebrate harvest on 
September 20th; St Andrew’s, 
Colyton, on Sunday, September 27th 
at 11am with a harvest supper the 
night before (tickets now on sale at 
Haynes, Colyton) and sale of 
harvest goods on Monday morning; 
Southleigh and Musbury churches 
follow on Sunday, October 4th. 

The churches in the Honiton team 
start at Awliscombe on September 
20th; Combe Raleigh on the next 
Saturday; and Buckerell the day 
after; ending with St Paul’s, 
Hontion, and Gittisham on October 


4th. 

September is also the month in 
which Devon Historic Churches 
Trust has an annual fundraising 
event when funds come in from 
walking, cycling, running or other 
means. 

Seaton Methodist Church and 
others in the circuit welcomed Revd 
Linda Chester as their new minister 
on September 5th with a reception at 
Seaton Methodist Church, see story, 
right.

In east Devon there will also be 
memories of those who came from 
the cities to stay in comparative 
peace and safety. Some joined local 
churches and others were married in 
local parishes. Many friendships 
were made at that time and it would 
be good to hear some of those 
memories which still flourish. 

Exeter’s Anglican Diocese has 
over 500 churches still in use across 
the county; and happily outside this 
number there are few fine churches 
which are no longer required for 
regular worship. When this happens 
there is a national charity, entitled 
The Churches Conservation Trust, 
founded in 1968 and celebrating its 
40th anniversary, which can be 
asked to take on such care, provided 
all other alternatives have been 
exhausted. At present, the charity 
has 340 fine English historic 
churches on its books. All the 
churches remain consecrated and 
are available for occasional worship.

FORD SHINES IN 
AUGUST SALES RACE 

FORD car sales outperformed the market last 
month almost three times over, according to in¬ 
dustry figures out. 

Continued busy scrappage trading also helped 
market leader Ford to take 16.9 per cent of total Au¬ 
gust registrations - up from 16.1 per cent a year ago. 

While August's car market grew by 6 per cent year 
on year, Ford's sales leapt by 17 per cent, accord¬ 
ing to the Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders. 

Almost 1,400 of Ford's 10,755 car registrations in 
August this year were to customers scrapping a 10- 
year-old vehicle or older in return for a minimum 
£2,000 incentive. Ford sold 9,199 cars last August 
- traditionally the second smallest market ahead of 
September's annual plate change. 

As scrappage scheme registrations are domi¬ 
nated by retail customers, increased deliveries of 
Ka, Fiesta and Focus models drove up Ford's pri¬ 
vate car sales by over 25 per cent last month. Ford 
has delivered over 13,000 vehicles to scrappage 
customers since the scheme began in May. 

The Ford Focus, in particular, starred with 4,366 
August registrations versus 2,933 in the same 2008 
month. August's top selling car was the Ford 
Focus, while Ford Fiesta tops the year-to-date sales 
charts. 

Nigel Sharp, Ford Britain managing director, said: 

"August proved to be a surprisingly strong run-up to 
this month's '59-plate' launch. The momentum of 
scrappage through early summer together with 
September's plate change suggests a busy month 
ahead at Ford dealerships."

‘Staycation’ costs 
UK motorists dear 


MOTORISTS choosing to have a summer ‘staycation’, 
coupled with deteriorating road conditions, have been at¬ 
tributed to Auto Windscreens recording higher than normal 
windscreen repair figures in July and August this year.

I felt that Honiton did not make the most of their early 
possession and territorial advantage and it was their oppo¬ 
nents who took the lead after some fifteen minutes’ play. A 
good run by their right winger set the position and, 
although he was checked on the home twenty two, a penal¬ 
ty was conceded in doing so and the goal was duly kicked. 

Honiton continued to have the edge however and took 
the lead some fifteen minutes later with a converted try, 
and a good try it was. 

They drove through their eight initially and were held up 
when over the Wessex line. They spun the ball right from 
the ensuing scrummage however and full back Canniford 
came into the line to gather a miss pass and to touch down 
some fifteen yards in from touch. Nex added the extras and 
Honiton led 7-3. 

Wessex should have replied immediately. Honiton were 
guilty of trying to run the ball out of defence, were caught 
in possession and conceded a penalty in front only to see 
the place kick go wide. Some of the referee’s decisions 
owed more to fiction than to logic during this period and 
caused confusion all round but, nevertheless Honiton held 
their lead until the break and would have been the more 
satisfied side at this stage, having the slope in their favour 
in the second half. 

Honiton deservedly increased their lead some ten min¬ 
utes into the second half. A good move was checked ille¬ 
gally close to the Wessex line. The penalty was kicked to 
the corner and, from the ensuing lineout, Lois (sorry 
Louis) Lane crashed over halfway out. Nex’s conversion 
kick was again accurate and his side now seemed to be in 
control. 

Honiton were playing better rugby in the second half and 
moving the ball well out of contact. Their lineout was 
functioning well, thanks in no small part to the accurate 
throwing of their hooker, and they had established a very 
considerable edge in the set scrums. They looked to be on 
top against a side who committed few to the breakdown 
and fanned out defensively across the field but, at the last, 
a moment of sloppy defending let Wessex in. 

A speculative kick ahead was not dealt with decisively 
by the home wide defence and the visitors’ right winger 
who had been prominent throughout, followed and 
touched down. 

The try was converted to take the score to 14-10 and all 
settled down to watch a tense final few minutes. The ref¬ 
eree thought otherwise however and immediately blew his 
whistle for no side, leaving Honiton rather more deserved 
winners than the score suggests. 

I believe that Honiton certainly have something to work 
with but need to attend to several aspects of their game. 
The kicking game of their midfield left a little to be 
desired, especially as the visitors’ flat defensive formation 
was begging for the chip and follow. 

They tried to run the ball out of defence too, when a 
clearing kick was the play and they did not deal with the 
kick ahead with any certainty. It’s early days yet!

THE young Honiton second side did not enjoy one of its 
better days against very useful home opposition. 

Some late arrivals caused a reshuffle and, although 
James Coutes had a useful game at full-back, and Laughin 
was prominent in the centre, they conceded an early con¬ 
verted try when they were pushed off their own ball at a set 
scrum close to their line.

Butel saw yellow for lying on the wrong side of a 
ruck, and Dare followed him for a similar offence a few 
minutes later, and to rub salt into the wound, Cullompton 
kicked a penalty in their absence to regain the lead. 

On their return however, a second Channing place kick 
levelled the scores at 6-6, only for the final few minutes to 
provide the really decisive action. 

With injury time looming, the home outside centre made 
a decisive break and had the pace to cross by the posts for 
what was to be the decisive score especially as his try was 
converted. 

More was to come however as Sidmouth threw every¬ 
thing into a final attack that culminated in Dare diving 
over out wide following a tapped penalty. 

The missed conversion was the final kick of the game, 
leaving Sidmouth feeling that this may well have been 
“the one that got away”. They would too have felt concern 
at the fact that three of their players were joining 
Chesterton on the injury list.

IT goes without saying that SIDMOUTH face a difficult 
fixture on Saturday next, for no fixture in the South West 
Division One (West) is an easy one. 

Newly promoted HARTPURY COLLEGE, the side with 
links to Premiership side Gloucester, visit the Blackmore 
and will provide them with a sterner test than did 
Cullompton, if the early season form guide is anything to 
go by. 

Tragically it would appear that Wardrop will be sidelined 
for some time and much will depend on the state of their 
walking wounded; Retter, Chesterton and Derriman. It is 
difficult to see Sidmouth winning this one. 

HONITON I feel, have an easier task. They travel to take 
on Buckfastleigh Ramblers whose first league outing of 
the season it is. Honiton of course, are a side in some tran¬ 
sition, and certainly have to work, and work hard on sev¬ 
eral aspects of their game. 

It appears though that their opponents were bested in the 
Devon Junior Cup a couple of weeks ago by none other 
than Wessex, Honiton’s most recent opponents and, given 
this strand of form, the Allhallows mob could well emerge 
winners. 

They do not tend to travel all that well however and 
should take nothing for granted. As to the second sides, the 
Sidmouth second string will be looking for a game in the 
fixture pool while the third side take on Tiverton seconds 
in a merit table game.
